The latter had already suspected that 
something of an unusual nature had oc- 
curred, for the engineer at the power-house 
noticed at exactly 4:30 o'clock that the 
voltage ran up nearly 600 without any ap- 
parent cause. This, it is now believed, was 
caused by the sudden reversal of the cur- 
rents on both cars, and it is by this that 
the precise time of the accident is known. 


As soon as Mr. Houseman learned of the 
accident and was told that a number of 
people had been severely injured, he sent a 
relief car to the scene at once, and tele-

He Was the Leader of the Anti-#ilver 
Forces inthe Bitter Sena- 
terial Contest.

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 9.-Senator 
Rogel Weissinger of Louisville, ‘one of 
the most prominent Dmocratic sound money 
members of the Legislature, died at 11:40 
this morning. He had been ill only a few 
days, his trouble being pneumonia. The 
disease quickly developed and became dan- 
gerous early in the morning. Senator Weis- 
singer has been all along the most un- 
flagging opponent Blackburn has had among 
the Democrats in the Legislature. 

Senator Weissinger has played a more im- 
portant part in the Senatorial contest than 
any other member of the General Assembly. 
To him is due the arrangement of a pair 
with Senator Stege, the Republican member 
from Louisville, which prevented the Re- 
publicans from having a majority on joint 
ballot on the death of Mr. Wilson a few 
weeks ago. But for this Dr. Hunter would 
now be United States Senator. 

Weissinger has constituted the backbone 
of the Democratic opposition to Senator 
Blackburn. But for Weissinger the election 
of Blackburn would have occurred weeks 
ago and neither the Republicans nor Demo- 
crats will deny this. The controlling influ- 
ence he exercised over the contest was 
emphasiged Saturday, when, but for his re- 
lease of Senator Chambers (Rep.) from a 
pair in order that the latter might vote for 
Carlisle, Blackburn would no doubt have 
carried the day. . 

The only immediate effect of Weissinger's 
death may be correctly stated to be simply 
one less vote for Carlisle. It is admitted 
that Weissinger would never have voted for 
a Republican or for Blackburn.

All this as the result 
of a false economy, probably due to the 
fact that electric railways in the country 
are largely an experiment. The public, 
however, ought not to be compelled to 
pay for the experience of railway pro- 
moters. 

It is absurd for the managers of this 
line to lay the whole blame upon the 
motormen and conductors. 
be expected that these men, accustomed 
to the simple conditions of city street 
car management, should be able to run 
cars both ways at fast spéed out in the 
country, over a single line of track, with- 
out accident, A train dispatcher should 
be provided immediately and adequate 
means of signaling provided. 

The damages which the company will, 
have to pay for this “accident” would 
have paid the wages of an experienced 
train dispatcher and signal men for years,

Reorganization Plan Agreed To by Con- 
tending Interests. 


NEW YORK, March 9.—The plan for re- 
Organization of the Oregon Short Line and 
Utah Northern Railway Co., which has been 
agreed to by all the contending interests, 
will be officially issued to-morrow. 

It calls for foreclosure and a new com- 
pany to be known as the Oregon Short Line 
Railroad Co. It preserves the entire system 
and also control of the block of Oregon 
Railway and Navigation stock, which se- 
cured the $23,000,000 collateral trust bonds. 
The new Short Line company will pay the 
assessment upon the navigation stock. There 
are 1,480 miles in the Short Line system and 
prior liens of $21,755,000 upon about 1,180 
miles will remain undisturbed, but the total 
indebtedness will be only about $25,000 per 
mile. The annual fixed charges of the new 
company will be $1,853,270, as compared with 
$2,788,575 for the old company. 

This reduction in charges is accomplished 
by converting one-half the present $10,894,000 
consolidated fives into five non-cumulative 
„A income bonds, likewise one-half the 
$3,476,000 Utah Southern general and exten- 
sion 7 per cent mortgages. The other half 
gets new 5 per cent bonds. The $13,000,000 col- 
lateral trust 5 per cent bonds are converted 
into non-cumulative ‘‘B’’ bonds to receive in- 
terest if earned 3 per cent for three years 
and 4 per cent thereafter.

BURIRD IN A BARREL.

Murdered Bodies of a Man and Baby 


Found in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., March 9.—The dead bodies 
of an old man and a baby about ten days 
old were found in a Hyde Park alley yes- 
terday concealed in a barrel and covered 
with old rags and cotton. The barrel was in 
the rear of 4892 Indiana avenue, and aroused 


the curiosity of J. A. Nursel residing on 
Prairie avenue when he went to the rear 
of his house to dump ashes. 

He broke the head of the barrel, and saw 
the mutilated corpse of the old man almost 
covered by the cotton, It was entirely 
nude, and was frightfully mutilated. The 
head and trunk 3 every evidence of 
foul play, the skull showing several deep 
wounds. On the left forearm were tatooed 
five spots close together. There was noth- 
ing else to give any clew to the man’s 
identity. , 

After the severed pieces of the body 
had been lifted from the barrel, the body 
of the baby was found: It was nude save 
for a thin flannel shirt, and there were two 
marks on the side of the head, apparently 
made with a biunt instrument. 

On the discovery of the identity of a 
woman, as yet unknown to the police, de- 
pends the possible solution of the mystery. 

Early yesterday morning the office in 
Ralston’s Hyd@ Park Morgue was rung up 
on the telephone, and a woman, who de- 
clined to give either her name or taddress, 
asked if the body of a man had been 
found in Hyde Park. The office attendant 
replied in the negative, and then questioned 
the woman, but he failed to get any infor- 
mation of a decided character, although 
she told him she was looking for a man 
who was missing. She finally gave his 
description in minute detail. She told the 
clerk that he would certainly learn more 
about the case later. on. 

Four hours later the barrel, with its ghast- 
ly contents, was discovered. 


TO FIGHT FOR ITALY. 


Italians of Chicago Offer Their Serv- 
ices to King Humbert. 


CHICAGO, III., March 9.—Forty mem-

There has don no change in the funeral 
arrangements except that beside the seats 
reserved for the clergy provision will be 
made for Archbishop Kenrick’s family con- 
nections, his faithful valet, Tom Frankli 
a few public officials and the members o 
the Catholic Orphan and Calvary Cemetery 
Boards. 

A detail of forty police will bé stationed 
in and out of the church to preserve order 
during the services Wednesday. 

The ceremonies of removing the body from 
the archiepiscopal residence to the Cathe- 
dral were very simple. There was a great 
throng at the house all day and as the time 
of the removal drew near the doors were 
closed and the people filled the sidewalks 
for a hundred feet up and down the boule- 
vard. 

At 12:45 o’clock the hearse reached the 
house. Archbishop Kain at once began the 

rayers for the dead. Assisted by Rev. 
i: Bronsgeest, 8. J., of St. Xavier’s 
Church, and three acolytes, he pronounced 
the absolution. Then the pall bearers, 
Valle Reyburn, John F. Lee, Julius L. Foy, 
Frank D. Hirschberg, Pierre Chouteau, 
Francis A. Drew, Theophile Papin, Jr., and 
Edward Walsh, Jr., took charge of the cof- 
fin: The lid was adjusted and the body 
moved from the parlor to the hearse, The 
crowd parted without disorder. Archbishop 
Kain followed immediately after the coffin. 
He was attended by Tom Franklin, carrying 
the vestments to be used in the services at 
the Cathedral. 

At 2 o’cloek the cortege reached the 
Church. A tremendous crowd blocked the 
street and when Archbishop Kain alighted 
from his carriage four policement were re- 
quired to clear a passage for him through 
the throng. 

The coffm was slowly carried up the cen- 
ier aisit and depostted on the catafalque 
immediately without the sanctuary rail. 

Archbishop Kain, who had entered the 
sanctuary and donned his cape and mitre, 
advanced to the altar railing, attended by 
Fr. Coyle, and repeated the service per- 
formed at the house. He then announced 
to the crowd in the church that they would 
be permitted to come forward and view the 
remains and that the ushers would see that 
they were moved in orderly manner. 

Owing to the size of the throng it was

NEW YORK, March 9.—Prince Albert

is possessed of a grander lineage than Prince 
Albert, who, if he desires, may tack on to

He holds the rank of Lieu- 
tenant in the Russian army, and is about 28 
years of age, the eldest af six brothers and 
sisvers.
